* and by another which M. du Theil received from

According to the laft’ Letters from Poland; the

And they 
hot only wiite from Geneva, that the Count de 
Canales, who was lately the King of Sardinia’s 
Plenipotentiary to the States Gegeral, is making 
ready to go to the Imperial Court in Quality of that 
Prince’s Envoy Extraordinary, on Purpote, as ‘tis 
faid, to fign the Marriage Contract there ; bur there 
are Letters from Luneville which fay, that a Noble- 
man is expected there in January next, whom the 
King of Sardinia is to fend to the Dutchefs Dowager 
of Lorain, to demand her Daughter in Marriage. 
They add, that afterwards the faid Princefs will fer 
out for Vienna, accompanied by her Sifter the Prin- 
cefs Anne Charlotte ; and chat the Marriage Con- 
tract will be fign’d at the Imperial Court. 

The Letters from Paris, mention a Difturbance 
that happened lately at the Opera Houte during the 
Reprefentation of Europe Galante, by a Quarrel about 
a Love Affair between two of the Women Dancets, 
Mifs Petit and Milfs Sct. Germain; which grew to 
fuch a Height, that tho’ it began behind the Scenes, 
they foughr, fell down, and tumbled over one ano- 
ther upon the Stage.
